RENO, Nev. IJP )—With returns 
from 80 per cent or more of the 
votes cast in yesterday’s Nevada 
Democratic primary tabulated, 
Senator Pat McCarran—who has 
opposed some of President Roose- 
veit’s measures—today had won 
a smashing victory in his cam¬ 
paign for renomination against 
two “100 per cent New Deal” op¬ 
ponents. 

Returns from 240 of the state's 
262 precincts, not all complete, 
gave McCarran 14,243 votes to 
4521 for Albert Hilliard of Reno, 
his nearest rival. Dr. John Word¬ 
en of Carson City trailed with 
only 719. 

Former U. S. Attorney E. P. 
Carville of Reno had clinched the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina¬ 
tion with 9852 votes to 7293 for 
Harley A. Harmon of Las Vegas, 
chairman of the state public serv¬ 
ice commission. Former Repre¬ 
sentative Charles L. Richards was 
third in the race with 2009. 

The Republican gubernatorial 
nomination went to John A. Fu'- 
ton, director of the University of 
Nevada Mackay school of mines. 
He had polled 3726 votes to 2894 
for Samuel O. Durkee, former 
state highway engineer. 

Senator McCarran will be op¬ 
posed in the November general 
election by former Senator Tasker 
L. Oddie, who was given the Re¬ 
publican nomination without op¬ 
position. 

Senator McCarran, Issued a 
statement early today, as his lead 
continued to pile up, thanking 
Nevadans "for a splendid response 
to a call that demanded independ¬ 
ence of thought.” 

“I will sustain and support the 
executive of the nation,” he said, 
"as I have sustained him in the 
past when he was right. I will 
oppose him when he is wrong. I 
will be true to my oath to uphold 
and defend the constitution.” 

President Roosevelt did not in¬ 
tervene in the Nevada primp.ry, 
nor did any of the high adminis¬ 
tration leaders take sides in the 
senatorial contest.

The 
new troops were said to be only 
second class fortress troops, com¬ 
parable to an American buck pri¬ 
vate in the Infantry. They were 
I directed to report to the same con- 
I centratlon camps from which they 
were recently discharged from 
service. 

The war ministry declined to 
discuss the order. Sources close 
to Premier-War Minister Edouard 
Daladier had said that specialists 
called Sunday and Monday, tech¬ 
nical experts in various branches, 
would be sufficient to bolster the 
Maginot line as a precautionary 
measure against possible conflict 
with Germany over the Czech- 
Sudeten minorities dispute. 

‘AIX IS READY’ 

In view of the close secrecy 
governing troop movements, the 
officers .said merely, ’’All is 
ready.” They declared the line of 
frontier fortresses was fully and 
carefully manned. 

The sequence of events in the 
Mediterranean re-emphasized the 
French determination to be pre¬ 
pared for any eventuality.

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iChinese Claim Major Victory In Sector South Of Y angtze 


JAPANESE LINE 40 et 8 chief I j. c. FRESHMEN 


SAID PIERCED; 

300 KILLED 

SHANGHAI. (A>)—Chinese re¬ 
ports said today the tide of battle 
south of the Yangtze river had 
turned in their favor. 

The defenders were said to have 
pierced Japanese lines six miles 
southeast of Juichang and forced 
the Japanese to retreat, leaving 
300 dead after fierce hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Juichang is 25 miles west of 
Kiuklang, Yangtze base for the 
drives on Hankow and Nanchang. 
Sixteen miles northeast of Teian, 
on the bitterly-disputed Kiukiang- 
Nanchang railroad, the Chinese 
reported they had driven the Jap¬ 
anese from a strategic hill on the 
shores of Poyang lake. 

These dispatches said the in¬ 
vaders lost 400 men and large 
amounts of munitions there. 

However, the Japanese reported 
they were approaching Teian from 
i the north with a stream of Chinese 
1 soldiers and civiliens fleeing before 
I the steady Japanese advance. 

' A river boom between Wusueh 
' and Matowchen was said to have 
halted the Japanese naval advance 
up the Yangtze tow'ard Hankow, 
the provisional capital. Japanese 
columns were estimated to be 
about 100 miles from Hankow.

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Council Delays Action On 
Water Rate Rise For Week 


Smith Votes ‘No;’ 
Mayor Is Absent, 
Blocking Vote 

Protest of Councilman Joe 
Smith last night delayed for at 
least another week final adoption 
of an emergency ordinance pro¬ 
viding for a $1 increase in min¬ 
imum water rates for the next 
seven months. 

With Smith voting "no” and 
Mayor Fred Rowland absent, the 
ordinance failed to pass second 
reading because a four-fifths vote 
of the council is necessary on an 
emergency ordinance. 

Temporarily stalemated, the 
other councilmen voted to call a 
special meeting for next Monday 
night and make the water ordi¬ 
nance a special order of business. 
The ordinance was given first 
reading at the Aug. 29 meeting. 

Purpose of the new set-up was 
to shift the burden of a $50,000 
emergency expenditure to recon¬ 
struct the joint outfall sewer from 
the general taxpayers to the 
water users, who are also sewer 
users, it was explained. 

Smith, explaining his objections 
in a written statement, declared 
the small property owner would 
be penalized if his water rates 
were doubled. 

"The qccupant of a single fam¬ 
ily residence will have his rates 
increased $1 per month, or 100 
per cent, while the owner of a 
multiple family dwelling, ranging 
from two to as high as a dozen 
families, will only be taxed $1, 
regardless of the amount of water 
used, which is all out of propor¬ 
tion.” 

Smith declared it would be more 
equitable to levy a tax of 21 
cents per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation rather than use the water 
department as a vehicle for rais¬ 
ing revenue for general purposes. 

Of the 9000 water consumers 
in the city. Smith said, about 80 
per cent will pay only the min¬ 
imum charge for water during the 
next six or eight months. 

"Adding $1 to the minimum 
charge on all meters means that 
some 7000 consumers will pay dou¬ 
ble the usual price for their water, 
while less than 2000 water users, 
composed principally of business 
houses, apartment houses, office 
buildings and industrial plants, 
who normally use large quantities 
of water the year around, will pay 
only a slight Increase over the 
usual water rate,” he said. 

He said a 21 cent tax levy 
would cost the owner of each 
average home of $1500 assessed 
valuation the sum of $3.15. A $1 
increase in the minimum charge 
for each meter would cost the 
same home owner $6 in the next 
six months. Smith declared. 

"The sewer belongs to the prop¬ 
erty owner, yet by this method 
of financing, the occupants of the 
property, even though a transient 
tenant, in penalized or taxed for 
the repair, reconstruction, and 
maintenance of a line for the dis¬ 
posal of sewage in which he has 
only a temporary interest,” Smith 
told the council. 

Other councilmen, however, took 
the position that previously sewer 
reconstruction funds have been 
taken from the water depart¬ 
ment’s reserve, and that the water 
rate increase thereby is justified. 

A majority of the council had 
endorsed Councilman Plummer 
Bruns stand that "this way, the 
add i t i o n a 1 “tax’ automatically 
drops off at the end of seven 
months . . . and if we were to 
boost the tax rate instead of the 
water rate, some new council 
might leave the tax rate at the 
higher figure or even raise it next 
year, and we’ve been trying to 
keep the rate down.” 

■nie proposed ordinance provides 
that the new rates be in effect 
from Sept. 15 to April 16 of next 
year.

BRIDGES'AIDES 
CLAIM THEY 
aiLED STRIKE 

LOS ANGELES. (JP) —Responsi¬ 
bility for calling the stopwork 
strike of Pacific longshoremen 
last January 28 was admitted to¬ 
day by Thomas C. Brown, secre¬ 
tary of the Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s union of the CIO, 
and Ernest L. Bowen, its former 
president, while they were testi¬ 
fying in the contempt of court 
trial of Harry Bridges, West coast 
CIO leader. 

Brown declared the meeting, to 
discuss the strike, was called 
without notifying Bridges of the 
action, but that Bridges later was 
asked to address the meeting and 
he did so. He explained a stop- 
work meeting is called only when 
an emergency faces the union and 
that officials of the union consid¬ 
ered such an emergency existed 
at that time because of pending 
court action. 

The trial, in its second day, 
had in its record the testimony 
of a former publicity man that 
Bridges knew nothing of the re¬ 
lease of a telegram to Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins—state¬ 
ments in which form the basis of 
the contempt action. 

James D. O’Niel said he gave 
copies of the telegram to news¬ 
papermen last Jan. 24, adding 
that it was his duty to determine 
the news value of all telegrams 
coming to his desk. 

Bridges’ telegram referred to a 
decision by Superior Judge Ruben 
Schmidt in which the AFL Inter¬ 
national Longshoremen’s Associa¬ 
tion of San Pedro was favored over 
the CIO International Longshore¬ 
men and Warehousemen’s union.

'ASK FOR MORE,' 
HITLER TELLS 
CZECH NAZIS 

(Continued from Page 1) 

“We are now really hopeful of a 
Pacific solution.” 

Nazi sources predicted Henlein 
would negotiate anew with Czech¬ 
oslovak government leaders by the 
end of this week, disclosing 
whether a basis satisfactory to the 
Sudetens can be found and per¬ 
mitting Hitler to discuss the sub¬ 
ject in his speech closing the Nazi 
congress next Monday night. 

Today’s congress program pro¬ 
duced a declaration by Hitler to 
Gemany’s conscript labor army 
that its spades, “being wieled in 
the east, north and south, but es¬ 
pecially in the west”—on France’s 
borders—were playing a vital part 
in defense of the Reich. 

“You are fighting for the de¬ 
fense of the Reich and its inde¬ 
pendence,” he told 40,000 labor 
conscripts as he stood in a pour¬ 
ing rain. 

His speech was the climax of 
the annual labor rally at Zeppelin 
field, main event of the third day 
of the annual Nazi party congress. 

Most of his audience interpreted 
his reference to the work of labor 
battalions "especially in the west” 
as a public admission that they 
have been perfecting Germany’s 
fortifications facing France. Many 
considered it an indirect reply to 
France’s calling of reserves into 
her Maginot line. 

"Your spade creates new soil 
besides securing the old,” the 
Reichfuehrer declared. "Your spade 
is being wielded for securing and 
maintaining the Reich.” 

Before speaking Hitler stood for 
90 minutes to review the march 
past of the 40,000 youthful labor 
conscripts. 

Bad weather did not prevent 
100,000 spectators from crowding 
the grand stand and bleachers to 
witness the spectacle. 

From one bleacher hundreds of 
voices rang out: "We Sudeten 
Germans greet the Fuehrer of the 
Germans”—voices from the Ger¬ 
manic minority in Czechoslovakia 
over which Hitler has declared 
him.self protector. 

Meanwhile foreign displomats 
attending the congress looked for¬ 
ward to the Reichfuehrer’s recep¬ 
tion for them later today, many 
believing it might be the occasion 
for an important meeting between 
Hitler and the British ambassador. 
Sir Nevile Henderson. 

Drenched and drab, their spades 
lacking the luster of sunny days, 
battalion after battalion of the 
labor army goosestepped past Hit¬ 
ler’s limousine. 

In these 40,000, brawny, tanned, 
healthy-looking, the spectators 
saw only a sample of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of youths, too 
young for military conscription, 
enrolled in the labor army. 

There they receive a training 
which makes it possible to turn 
them quickly into soldiers—drill¬ 
ing, setting up exercises, learning 
to execute military commands, 
presenting spades as they would 
rifles, becoming accustomed to life 
in barracks and tents. 

After the march past and the 
Fuehrer’s five-minute speech the 
labor battalions reappeared on 
Zeppelin field, one large section 
stripped to the waist despite the 
cold rain. With them marched 
1600 labor camp girls. Ten braSs 
bands were combined into one vast 
band of 1200 instruments which 
played the official march of the 
labor service, “we carry the father- 
land in our hearts.” 


ALLEN’S HOPES 
FADE; ABSENT 
VOTES EVEN 

Franklin G. West. .Santa Ana 
attorney, today moved a step 
closer to clinching the nomination 
that will carry him into the run¬ 
off election Nov. 8 for the judge- 
ship of department two of the su¬ 
perior court as special election 
boards carried the count of 550 
absent voters’ ballots well past 
the half-way mark. 

With 370 of the absentee bal¬ 
lots counted.

Allen thus trailed 161 votes for 
the nomination, with only 180 ab¬ 
sent voters’ ballots remaining, 
and with the outside chance that 
the official canvass by supervisors 
would uncover sufficient errors to 
close the gap. 

In the other superior court race, 
James L. Davis appeared to have 
clinched second place behind 
Judge Homer G. Ames as the ab¬ 
sentee ballots gave him 61 votes 
to 57 for James B. Tucker, his 
rival for the runoff nomination, 
and 155 for Judge Ames. 

The vote for department one 
stood: Ames, 19,735; Davis, 10,- 
643; Tucker. 10,270. 

Figures on the partial count of 
absent voters’ ballots were re¬ 
leased by Elmer Schaniel, deputy 
county clerk in charge of the 
count. Schaniel indicated the tal¬ 
lying would be completed late to¬ 
day or tomorrow. Only "15 or 
20” ballots remained to be count¬ 
ed in the 75th assembly district, 
and 165 ballots remained in the 
74th district.

The Orange county Townsend 
Club Officers’ association is meet¬ 
ing in Santa Ana Townsend hall 
at 7:30 this evening with W. J. 
Pickering, president, in charge. 
The club officers and Townsend 
speakers of the county are urged 
to be present. The writer will be 
in a committee meeting relative 
to Mayor Johnson’s campaign and 
will not be able to be present. He 
believes the Orange county club 
officers’ association a needed or¬ 
ganization and appreciates the ef¬ 
forts being made to carry on its 
work. Mrs. Lottie Pickering is its 
secretary. 

Dr. Francis E. Townsend, Glen 
S. Wilson, Capt. Russell R. Hand, 
Geneve L. A. Shaffer, Mayor C. T. 
Johnson, Madame Mamie Stark, 
Evangeline Burnham, William R. 
Cogswell, D. F. Dunster, Rev. J. 
H. Bradley, A. C. Hansen and 
Walter R. Robb were on the plat¬ 
form of a great Townsend mass 
meeting held in the San Bernar¬ 
dino municipal auditorium last 
Sunday afternoon when more 
than 1100 people were in attend¬ 
ance. 

Deputy Townsend National Rep¬ 
resentative William R. Cogswell 
called the meeting to order at 2 
p. m. and introduced Capt. Hand 
who acted as the master of cere¬ 
monies. The usual preliminaries 
were observed including the sing¬ 
ing of “America” and the salute 
to the flag. Rev. J. H. Bradley 
of Riverside offered the Invocation. 
Capt. Hand then presented Ma¬ 
dame Stark who sang the "Lord’s 
Prayer” followed by “The Town¬ 
send Plan Will Succeed.” 

Mayor C. T. Johnson of San 
Bernardino was then presented as 
the first speaker. He made a 
short but splendid address in 
which he emphasized how the 
Townsend group present and in 
the nation represented good 
Americanism. He said, “We are 
in a crisis in America and it is 
our privilege to present a plan 
which will return to us prosper¬ 
ity.” He added, "I consider it to 


be an honor to be on this plat¬ 
form with the man whom I con¬ 
sider as the greatest humanitarian 
in America—Dr. Francis E. Town¬ 
send.”

platform followed and then Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend, as the main 
speaker of the afternoon, was pre¬ 
sented.

He told 
of former discouragements when 
he thought of educating 130 mil¬ 
lion people to the soundness and 
desirability of the Townsend plan 
and how later he concluded that 
by educating a sufficient number 
of congressmen he could shorten 
the task, that his discouragement 
then vanished. 

The greatest and only para¬ 


mount need of America, ho said, 
was to build an American market 
for American produced goods. 
With that accomplished he 
averred the major problems of the 
nation would be solved and the 
way to that goal, he said, was the 
enactment of the Townsend plan 
into law. He told of the failure 
of the nation’s congressmen to 
give heed to the need of balancing 
consumption of American goods 
with that capable of being pro¬ 
duced. 

The doctor again publicly en¬ 
dorsed the candidacy of Sheridan 
Downey to the United States sen¬ 
ate and that of Frank F. Merri- 
am as the one to be re-clect>*(! 
governor of California. The meet¬ 
ing was closed with the singing 
of “God Be With You” and the 
Townsend pledge. Quite a large 
number of Orange county Town¬ 
sendites were present in the audi¬ 
ence.

gest strike of its kind ever called 
in America. 

Packed so closely together they 
almost stumbled over each other, 
striking clerks in front of the Em¬ 
porium called cheerful greetings at 
their department heads as they 
walked into the store entrances. 
The line, in the form of an elon¬ 
gated oval, stretched the full 
length of the Emporium, biggest 
San Francisco department store, 
and touched a similar parade of 
pickets before the J. ( 5 . Penney 
store. 

Off Market street, at the smart 
shops on fashionable Grant ave¬ 
nue, smaller groups of pickets 
gathered in front of entrances. 
El.sewhere in the shopping district 
lines or small clusters of striking 
clerks picketed store customer and 
delivery entrances long before 
opening time.

Z. R. Brown, council .secretary, 
said .support was unanimously 
voted by the council last night 
against the “open shop drive of 
employers.” 

The aid was not .solicited. Brown 
said, and the vote was taken be¬ 
fore it was definitely known the 
strike would take place. 

Pickets began appearing more 
than four hours before the regu¬ 
lar opicning time - 9:45 a. m. Sim¬ 
ultaneously a special detail of 60 
patrolmen took their st.ations at 
major stores. Police prowl cars 
and motorcycles patroled the shop¬ 
ping district. 

All police leaves and days off 
were cancelled when the strike was 
voted at a mass meeting last night.

The store walkout is the first of 
a number of long-smouldering dis¬ 
putes here to come to a showdown. 
A total of 120 whole.sale grocery, 
drug, hardware, drygoods, liquor 
and public warchou.ses remained 
clo.sed in a battle between em¬ 
ployers and CTO warehousemen. 

A rambling freight ear, loaded 
by executives at the struck Wool- 
worth warehouse, cau.sed the shut¬ 
down at it was hauled from one 
warehouse siding to another. As 
each force of warehousemen re¬ 
fused to unload what they termed 
the "hot cargo” the employers 
accu.sed the men of breaking their 
contract, laid them off and closed 
the warehouse. 

More than 2000 warehousemen 
were out of work. Negotiations 
were at a .standstill as the ware- 
hou.semen rejected an employer 
proposal ye.stcrday which Union 
Pre.sident Eugene Paton termed a 
“mastor open .shop contract.”

Other mar¬ 
itime union contracts were auto¬ 
matically extended for another 
year. Long.shoremen and em¬ 
ployers are stymied on the ship¬ 
owner’s propo.sal to place a repre- 
.sentative in the hiring halls and 
other questions.

News of County Supervisors... 

School Districts Will Be 
Loane(i County Money, But 
For Maintenance Use Only 


Spiced with argument to pro¬ 
vide the only highlight to yester¬ 
day’s session of the board of su¬ 
pervisors the proposed standard 
building, plumbing and electrical 
code for the county was turned 
down by 3 to 2 vote. 

It was the second time the cam¬ 
paign to write into the county’s 
law the new regulations had 
failed, the fir.st having been tabled 
a month or more ago pending a re¬ 
vision of proposed restrictions. 

Supervisor N. E. West of La¬ 
guna Beach took up the battle for 
the amendment to the county's 
building ordinance which would 
write in the books a standard code 
for the building, electrical and 
plumbing trades. He held that 
the present law exempting the 
major part of the fourth super¬ 
visorial district was illegal, invalid 
and unconstitutional. 

He asked District Attorney W. 
F. Menton his opinion of the pres¬ 
ent statute, Menton .said he be¬ 
lieved the present law was "sub¬ 
ject to attack.” 

West charged that exclu.sion of 
the fourth district was discrimina¬ 
tory and not unlike allowing 
gambling in one part of the coun¬ 
ty and prohibiting it in another. 

"You’ve got that situation al¬ 
ready,” laughed Willard Smith, 
chairman of the board, who repre¬ 
sents the fourth district. 

Charles F. Carlson, who said he 
represented building trades, asked 
that the law be "applicable to all 
districts or none.” 

Here Supervisor Steele Finley of 
Santa Ana interposed to query 
"What would be your advantage in 
having no regulations anywhere?” 

Carlson’s reply was that it would 
not be discriminatory. 

Executive Secretary C. J. Marks 
of the Orange county farm bureau 
declared that he believed the ordi¬ 
nance should not be forced on the 
people of the fourth di.strict but 
that they should ask it if they 
wanted such restrictions. 

Smith explained that "we ought 
to give the people what they want. 
And they don't want this." 

Vote was called with Supervisor 
Harry D. Riley of Anaheim com¬ 
ing to West’s support. With 
Smith voting the proposed amend¬ 
ment down were Finley and Su¬ 
pervisor John Mitchell of Garden 
Grove.

The general trend toward re¬ 
covery continued through August, 
according to the Monthly Sum¬ 
mary of Business Conditions for 
September, issued by the depart¬ 
ment of research of Security-First 
National bank. National business 
statistics also remain favorable, 
and sentiment concerning the 
prospects for further recovery is 
generally optimistic. 

Outstanding in the local picture 
is the performance of building, 
which, contrary to the usual sea¬ 
sonal pattern, expanded in August 
to near the highest level of the 
1934-1938 recovery period. Al¬ 
though less spectacular in degree 
than the showing made by build¬ 
ing, gains over the previous month 
were reported by rnr^it other lines 
of local activity during August. 
Retail trade increased moderately. 
Automobile sales were well main¬ 
tained for this season of the year. 
In the industrial field conditions 
are generally more favorable than 
a month ago. While figiires are 
not yet available, indications are 
that total industrial employment 
increased in August by a moderate 
amount. 

The primary election of Agust 
30 left little doubt but that the i 
fail political campaigns, culminat¬ 
ing in the general election of Nov. 
8 , will have an important bearing 
on business sentiment in Califor¬ 
nia during the weeks to come. Sev¬ 
eral of the many proposed amend¬ 
ments to the state constitution 
which will be on the ballot would, 
if enacted, produce far-reaching 
changes in the economic life of the 
state. Consequently their consid¬ 
eration cannot be other than dis¬ 
turbing to business men. This ad¬ 
verse influence is appearing at a 
time when feeling regarding future 
business was becoming steadily 
better. 

Building activity in Southern 
California as measured by the 
value of permits issued registered 
a large gain in August: the total I 
dollar volume is estimated at $16,-1 
700,000 as compared with $14,249,- I 
000 in July and $13,729,000 in Au¬ 
gust, 1937. With the exception of 
April and September of 1937, this 
is the largest dollar volume re¬ 
corded In any month for approxi¬ 
mately nine years. ’The gain is 
particularly significant since build¬ 
ing activity declines at this time 
of year. 

Although the amount of public 
and commercial construction 
started in August continued at the 
low level of recent months, the 
volume of residential construction 
was particularly large. In Los 1 
Angeles 1182 family capacities 
were authorized during the month 
as compared with 1106 in July 
and the previous recovery high of 
1177 in May. The value of per¬ 
mits issued for homes in Los An¬ 
geles during August is the highest 
for any month since 1926. 

Applications for FHA insured i 
loans continue to be received in j 
large volume by local lending in- ; 
stitutions. During August the lo¬ 
cal office of the FHA received | 
2593 applications as compared with I 


2321 in July and 2364 in June. 
There is every indication that in | 
the months to come building will i 
continue to be the brightest spot 
in the local business picture. 

The most encouraging news in 
many months is reported for Au¬ 
gust by representative companies 
in the local manufacturing dis¬ 
tricts. Furniture manufacturers 
in general are operating at the 
highest level for approximately a 
year. In some instances output in 
August was more than double that 
for the previou.s month and mod¬ 
erately above that for August, 
19.37. Manufacturers of tires and i 
other rubber products report a 
small increase in the level of oper- ' 
ations from July, and indicate the . 
probability of further expansion in 
output during the remainder of 
the year. 

Aircraft producers continue to 
expand production as demand for 
fighting equipment continues ; 
heavy. Deliveries of local plants ! 
during the first six months of this , 
year were valued at more than i 
twice that for the same period In | 
1937. Building material suppliers | 
continue to experience a good de¬ 
mand due to the high level of resi- i 
dentlal building operations. Activ¬ 
ity of these concerns may expand • 
further in the months to come as 
new public projects are started. : 

Los Angeles department stores j 
sales improved moderately be- ^ 
tween July and August. Sales re-1 
main below those of a year ago, 
however, the August comparison i 
showing a decline of about 8 per 
cent. Preliminary estimates place ; 
new automobile sales at over 6000 
for August in the 11 southern 
counties. 

The agricultural situation in 
August was characterized by in- i 
creased estimates of production 
for many crops and by some price 
weakness, particularly for a few i 
major crops such as the grains ‘ 
and cotton. Marketing of the rec- ' 
ord Valencia crop continues to 
provide unusual difficulties to the 
citrus industry. Through Aug. 27 
approximately 33,500 cars had 
moved to market from the area 
south of Tehachapi. This is a 
record for the period but It 
amounts to only 61 per cent of an I 
estimated crop of 55,000 cars. Al¬ 
though shipments during the cur¬ 
rent Valencia season have totaled 
almost 85 per cent more than In 
the same months last year, total 
returns f. o. b. California have i 
amounted to approximately 13 per | 
cent less. This is because prices 
have averaged about 53 per cent 
less than in 1937. 

According to tentative terms of 
the Anglo-American trade agree¬ 
ment now being negotiated cit¬ 
rus fruit, grapes and a number of 
other agricultural products would 
be admitted from the United 
States into England duty-free. 
The present duty on oranges Is 
70 cents a box. It also provides 
that the duty on dried fruits be 
reduced to a negligible amount. 
If these provisions are left un¬ 
changed In the final treaty. Cali¬ 
fornia farmers will be greatly 
benefitted.

Having produced himself out of a job, temporarily, 
modem man is forced to choose between producing less 
or distributing more broadly and more quicklj^ what he 
produces; between circumscribing his living standard or 
learning new methods of using up the products of his 
energies and ingenuities. 

Governor Lehman of New York recently expressed the 
problem in these words: “The great challenge of the 
present, both in agriculture and in industry, is distribu¬ 
tion. It can be solved. I am confident that the great 
achievements of the next decade will be in this field.” 

There is little doubt that these great achievements 
will come about. Slow-moving as it is, the human race 
does move eventually to remedy situations so vital to its 
welfare. 

The current situation in America and some other 
nations, wherein government levies heavily on the produc¬ 
tion of the producers and passes its levy along to non- 
producers (unemployed), cannot long endure. All parties 
to it soon will tire of the unnatural status in which it 
places them. 

All local and international pressures now causing fric¬ 
tion and concern throughout the world call for new and 
more effective channels for distribution’ of the world’s 
vastly increased production. 

It is not blind optimism to believe that this necessity 
will generate the means for its own fulfillment.

A Job for Samuel 

The “Good Neighbor” policy of the national adminis¬ 
tration and the Monroe Doctrine are undergoing severe 
tests in the Mexican expropriation discussions. 

Uncle Sam has said to his neighbors in the Americas, 
“I will protect you against foreign invasion.” He has 
said to the rest of the world, “You may not invade the 
Americas; I will see that you get a square iird lawful 
deal there” 

And now comes Mexico and takes away the properties 
of Americans, British subjects and others, without the 
process of law and with only the most tenuous promises 
of payment at some indefinite future date. 

If Uncle .Sam has to compel Mexico to play the game 
according to the age-old unwritten law regarding sanc¬ 
tity of property rights he is more like a policeman than 
a good neighbor. 

And, if he doesn’t protect property rights in this 
hemisphere, he must, perforce, stand aside and let other 
nations protect their own. 

Either course is ticklish enough to require the very 
best abilities and highest purposes of the American state 
department. If it comes through with the good neighbor 
policy and the Monroe Doctrine intact it will deserve a 
nice new ribbon to wear across the front of its diplomatic 
boiled shirt.

ger, and several kinds of water¬ 
fowl. 

The reindeer they hunted were 
not those of Arctic Europe of to¬ 
day, but rather resemble the spe¬ 
cies of northeastern Siberia and 
Arctic North America, known as 
the caribou. Furthermore, con¬ 
dition of bones and tntlers shows 
that the hunters were there only 
during the summer. They were 
apparently nomads; there is some 
suggestion that they may have 
wintered in Moravia and Ukrain- 
ia. 

Studies by the botanists of the 
expedition, especially on the pol¬ 
lens embedded in the peat and 
muck deposits, date the campsite 
at about 20,000 years ago. The 
type of implements corresponds 
to the culture known elsewhere as 
Magdalenlan. The age in years 
of this Stone Age cultur* has not 
previously been known with any¬ 
thing like accuracy.
